Several thousand persons arc expected to view the exhibits and 
enjoy the various kinds of entertainment. 

Early registration gave promise of the largest number of entries 
In the history of the association which dates back many years 

E. E. Elsbury, secretary of the or- 
ganization, was greatly pleased with 
the results to date and predicted a 
great fair. He noted the fact that 
every bit of the 400 feet of commer- 
cial space was sold early. 

He noted too, the last minute suc- 
cess of the association in obtaining 
throe concession rides, a chair ride, 
a plane ride and a train for the kid- 
dies. A number of game concessions 
arc to be set up for the three days, 
giving a carnival aspect to the mid- 
way. 

The Public Service Co. of Northern 
Illinois has, a big display under its 
large* tent at the south end of the 
grounds and six or seven acts of 
ladio stars from WLS station^ Chi- 
cago, have been engaged for the 
weekend. This will be an exhibit 
worth seeing.

The fair will have its own free en- 
tertainment. It will include a sen- 
sational bar act with tramboline 
tricks presented by Nick Cravat, as- 
sisted by a young woman; Illicitly and 
Jean Petersen in a roller skating act 
which provides for a contest anion:; 
children from the audience; 'and 
Dick Drake, comedy musical num- 
bers on the balalaika. 

A four-piece orchestra directed by 
David McElroy of Zion will play for 
the acts. 

The fair exhibits will be the big 
show, however, two large tents 40x 
200 feet in dimension have been set 
up at the north end of the school 
grounds to house the livestock. The 
association decided to keep the at- 
tractions all west of tlfe tracks even 
though land east of the tracks is 
'available to prevent possible accident 
through passing Soo line trains.

Lake Michigan Beaches 
On North Shore Closed; 
Deep Lake Also Closed 



Closing of beaches on Deep Lake, 
at Liberty lake, and on all north 
shore points on Lake Michigan in 
Lake County with the exception of 
Waukcgan because of water pollution 
has taken place, 

State representatives and engineers 
making daily checks insured these 
places arc contaminated and recom- 
mended as unfit for bathing the 
places they ordered closed. 

Although Waukcgan's beaches 
tested just as badly as any place on 
the north shore lake front, according 
to state reports. Mayor Wallin on the 
basis of the city's own reports re- 
fused to close them. 

Stales attorneys were preparing to 
take court action to punish Lake Vil- 
la for' emptying its sewage in Deep 
lake' The state water board had giv- 
en the village until July 1 to stop 
emptying sewage into Deep lake and 
the penalty for violation thereafter 
is SI 00 a tlay. 

Thomas Phllbin, district engineer, 
said that tests were made in the ra- 
vines around Highland park and Lake 
Forest, revealing that pure sewage 
is going into Lake Michigan from 
those cities. The beaches there have 
been closed.

Farm families in Lake county will 
spend more than 51,162,000 for new 
housing in the next three to five 
years, according to a forecast releas- 
ed by the Tile Council of America. 

"As a result of high incomes during 
the last few years, farmers in every 
part of the nation are prepared to 
invest record amounts in new home 
construction and in general farm im- 
provements," said F. B. Ortman, 
chairman of the Council's residential \ 
construction committee. 

Pointing out that the comforts and 
conveniences of urban living arc now 
available to farm families, Ortman 
said that new rural homes will incor- 
porate such features as central heat- 
ing, tiled bathrooms and modern 
kitchen facilities. 

Rapid electrification of rural areas 
of Illinois is making possible the in- 
corporation in new homes 'of many 
labor-saving and comfort-providing 
devices undreamed of a; generation 
ago, according to Ortman. Rural elec- 
trification Administration estimates 
disclose that more than G6 per cent 
of all farms in the state now receive 
central station electric service. Re- 
frigerators, electric washing ma- 
chines ami deep freezing plants, as 
well as plumbing systems, will go in- 
to many new homes as a consequence. 



"Electricity At Work On The 
Farm" is the theme of a special ex- 
hibit to he sponsored by the Public 
Service Company of Northern Illi- 
nois as one of the featured attrac- 
tions of the Lake County Fair at An- 
tioch, Aug. 15, 10 and- 17. 

Housed in a "big top" tent, 60x110 
feet, the display, especially produced 
lor exhibit at county fairs, shows 
how electricity saves both dollar:, 
and back-breaking labor for the 
farmer and the farm wife. 

Featuring actual electrical equip- 
ment or working models with a back- 
drop of blow-up photographs of typi- 
cal operations, the exhibit demon- 
strates the • use of electricity for 
such farm chores as silo unloading, 
barn cleaning, ventilating, irrigating, 
home milk pasteurizing, milk hand- 
ling, crop drying, and feed handling. 

As the center of atlraction^for'thc 
farm wife, a complete model electric 
kitchen and laundry room is installed 
on the big stage. Home economists 
of fhe company will be available to 
discus modern cooking and laundry 
methods, home planning, and other 
household subjects. 
. In addition to the farm and home 
electrical exhibits, famous stars of 
radio station WLS and the National 
Barn Dance will give performances 
daily at I, 5, 7, and 9 p. m. under 
the utility's "big top." The shows, 
free to all visitors at the fair, will 
feature such favorites as Mac and 
Bob, the Polly Jenkins Trio,- Uncle 
Tom Corwine, Jimmy James, and 
Gene Colin, The show is changed 
daily. 

The exhibit will be open daily dur- 
ing the three days of the fair and G. 
W. Joedieke, district superintendent 
for the utility, announces that all per- 
sons attending the fair will be wel- 
come.

Amended Law Provides 
More Time in Which to 
Report Bad Accidents 

Changes in the state law having to 
do with financial responsibility of 
motorists in conpection with automo- 
bile accidents were listed today by 
Secretary of State Edward J. Bar- 
rett. The changes are the result of 
action by the recent General Assem- 
bly and approved by Gov. Dwight H. 
Green. 

One change extends the lime for 
certification of a motorist involved 
in an accident. Formerly the Depart- 
ment ofj'ublic Works and Buildings 
was allowed 30 days in which to 
certify motorists to the Safety Fi- 
nancial Responsibility Division under 
Secretary Barrett for failure to com- 
ply with the Law. 

Now, under House Bill 256 the 
period in which to certify has been 
extended to 45 days to allow more 
time for cheeking on the accident. 

The bill, signed into law on June 
4th and effective on July 1st, also 
provides that the law is to be known 
as "The Safety Responsibility Law," 
and that data on accidents must be 
submitted* to Secretary Barrett on re- 
quest in specific cases. 

Another change~is "that provided 
for in House Bill 260 by the same 
authors of House Bill 256, to place 
accidents involving death or injury 
in the same category as accidents in- 
volving only property damage. Form- 
erly the law provided that accidents 
involving death and injury must be 
reported within 24 hours. 

Now, under House Bill 260 which 
was signed June 4th and became ef- 
fective July 1st, the law is amended 
to allow 10 days instead of 24 hours 
in which to report accidents involv- 
ing death or injury — the same as for 
properly damage cases. This bill also 
makes it the duty of an automobile 4 ' 
owner to report an accident if the 
driver fails to do so.

Law to Beinforced to Stop Motor Boat Speeding 
in Chain O'Lakes Region, Livingston Osborne Says 



Motorboat speedsters not partici- 
pating in regulated races may find 
themselves in trouble if they be- 
come careless on the lakes of this 
region, especially the Chain O' 
Lakes area. 

The appeal of the people to the 
slate to stop hazardous driving has 
finally found an answer. 

Enforcement of the new law regu- 
lating the operation of motor boats 
on waters within the state has al- 
ready been undertaken by officers 
of the Illinois department of conser- 
vation, Livingston E. Osborne, di- 
rector, .announced today. There has 
long been a need for an act of this 
nature, Osborne added, and all con- 
servation officers have been in- 
structed on the law and told to en- 
force Us provisions in a fair and im- 
partial manner. 

A summary, of the motor boat law 
follows: . 

SECTION 1. "Motorboat" includes 
every surface vessel propelled by an 
internal combustion engine and not 
more than sixty-five feet in length 
from end to end over the deck, ex- 
cluding sheer. 

SECTION 2. No person who is a 
habitual user of narcotic drugs or 
who is under the influence of in- 



toxicating liquor or narcotic drugs 
shall operate any motorboat on wa- 
ters within the State of. Illinois. 

SECTION 3. No person shall oper- 
ate a motorboat with a wilful or 
wanton disregard for the safety of 
persons or property. 

SECTION 4. No person .shall oper- 
ate a motorboat on waters within the 
State of Illinois at a speed greater 
than is reasonable and proper con- 
sidering traffic conditions, or in 
such a mannar as to endanger the 
life or limb, or injure the property, 
of any person. 

SECTION 5. Any person who vio- 
lates Sections 2 or 3 of this Act 
shall be fined not less than $10.00 
nor more than $200.00 or imprisoned 
in the county jail for not less than 5 
days nor more than 90 days or both 
so fined and imprisoned. 

SECTION 6. Any person who vio- 
lates Section 4 of this Act shall be 
fined not less than $10.00 nor more 
than $100;O0. 

SECTION 7. This Act shall be en- 
forced by the Department of Conser- 
vation. 

Harry Novotony has been desig- 
nated as officer of this district to 
make arrests for all violations on 
the lakes.
